recent weeks there has been 

@ recurrence of the gro- 
tesque campaign against patho- 
logists whose lives, and ‘those 
of their wives and children, have 
been threatened, their names 
muddied, their homes smeared 
and their pictures plastered on 
walis in main thoroughfares. 

The campaign hes been con- 
ducted by various groups of zea- 
lots whose identity is known to 
the police. They have also been 
responsible for the snatching of 
bodies from hospital mortu- 
aries, the theft of medical do- 
coments and for a campaign of 
smear and incitement here and 
abroad against a dedicated and 
anonymous group of doctors 
working in pathology. If the in- 
timidation campaign were to 
succeed, it could set back Is- 
rael medicine by years and 
undermine hospital medicine. 
Doctors must be able to check 
on why their patients died if 
the next patient is to receive 
intelligent care. 

Fully aware of the threat to 
the medical profession, the Min- 
ister of Health and his Director- 
General have come out sharply 
against the zealots. No such ex- 
pressions have been heard from 
the Cabinet Ministers of the 
National Religious Party, who 
should spedk out loud in con- 
demnation of violence and in- 
citement carried out in the 
name of religion. 

Nor has the voice been heard 
of the Hadassah Medical Organ- 
ization who, with the rest of 
Israelis, should be concerned for 
the future of pathology and of 
medicine. One of the younger 
pathologists said on Israel] TV 
last night that if the Sunpelen 
were to go unchecked, the fu- 
ture of pathology te this coun- 
try would be endangered. Medi- 
cine cannot be practised pro- 
perly and hospitals cannot exist 
without the surgical pathology 
examinaticns which take up 
most of the pathologists’ time. 
About twenty per cent of their 
work involves post mortem 
operations. . 
Pathology is not a particu- 
Jarly popular speci tion in 
medicine, however essential it 
is, and young doctors may be- 
gin to avoid it, vartly for the 
sake of their families, if 
they are allowed to be victim- 
ized by a small group of fana- 
tices who do not hesitate to 
threaten murder — which is 
certainly forbidden by Jewish 
law — against pathologists. 

It is for the future of rational 

medicine and determined oppo- 
sition to ‘both threats of vio- 
lence and obscurantism that the 
Government must take a reso- 
lute stand against those making 
the current threats. 
It has been argued that the 
Anatomy and Pai ology Law is 
not clear and leaves loopholes 
for hospitals wishing to carry 
out post mortems. Like other 
laws affecting religious suscep- 
tibilities, the law is in fact 85 
specific as N.R.P. influence in 
the Cabinet could make it, and 
involved prolonged discussion. 
It reflects the fact that neither 
the State, nor even the ΝΡ. 
Cabinet ministers wish our hos- 
pitals to abandon modern medi- 
cine and research. It is one 
more issue where, if the fringe 
groups insist, they must secede 
from the nation. There are al- 
ready one or two hospitals 
where orthodoxy is put first. 
Shall we run a number of reli- 
gious hospitals whose deaths 
will go uninvestigated and me- 
dical errors remain ‘wnrecog- 
nized? And will the religious 
wish to fo, to them? ' 

Meanwhile it is up to the po- 
lice to track down and bring to 
court those zealots who threa- 
ten and abuse the pathologists. 
There is enough evidence to 
prosecute if the law is properly 
applied. The ἔρτουν are 
entitled to the full protection of 
society and its law enforcement 
branches, and they cannot be 
left alone to deal with those 
who threaten them with mur- 
der, if not quite seriously. 

This issue Involves the nor- 
mal lives of hard-working men 
and far transcends the usual 
political considerations which 
seem to operate when other re- 
ligious issues are discussed, 
such as military service for 
girls or even Sabbath bus move- 
Tents.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland. 
Another British soldier and two 
civilians died yesterday as the wave 
of violence in Northern Ireland con- 
tinued. 

The army said trooper John Les- 
lie Warnock, 18, was killed when 
ἃ land mine blew his scout car to 
pleces during the night at Bess- 
brook near the border with the 
Irish Republic. Two other soldiers 
were seriously injured in the blast, 
the army said. 

At the nearby border town of 
Newry two civilians died In the 
flames of a furnishing shop bombed 
during the night. Witnesses at 
the scene said a 250-strong mob 
of rioters fought back soldiers and 
firemen who tried to rescue one of 
the men. The two who died were 
thought to have planted the bomb. 

In Londonderry a bomb exploded 


yesterday afternoon in an alley’ be--cause. 


hind a pub, injuring: a soldier and 
three civilians, including a child. 
An army spokesman said the 
child’s head was split open by the 
blast. 

At leas; 17 other persons, includ- 


ing seven soldiers, five policemen 
and five civilians, were Injured in 
extremist-related incidents  else- 
where in the province during the 
night. 

Meanwhile in New York, Irish 
Republican Army leader Joseph Ca- 
bill was still behind bars yesterday 
— confined in the immigration ser- 
vices' Manhattan detention guar- 
ters until a fresh hearing on Tues- 
day. An appeals court Friday re- 
fused to free him on parole. 

It was the second time in 24 
hours that Federal courts had turn- 
ed down requests to release the 51- 
year-old leader of the 1.R.A.’s mili- 
tant Provisional wing, whose visa 
was rescinded following his arrival 
from Dublin on Wednesday uight. 

Cahill had planned to spend four 
weeks touring the U.S. drumming 
up support for the Irish Republican 
Instead, his lawyers broke 
the news to him Friday night that 
he must remain a prisoner, at least 
for the time being, in the 15-storey 


immigration quarters, amid the 
skyscrapers of lower Manhattan.

Cairo trial 


Jefusalem Post Arab Affaira Reporter 
Egypt's “Socialist” Prosecutor General yesterday asked for the 
death sentence against former Vice-President Ali Sabry and eight 
other political defendants standing trial for allegedly attempting to 
overthrow the regime of President Anwar Sadat. The Prosecutor 
Genera] also asked to sentence three more leading defendants to 
life imprisonment with hard labour. ἢ ν᾽ 


Sabry, 52, and 11 other defen- 
dants were brought before a three- 
man revolutionary court, holding its 
second session. The remainder of 
the 91 defendants, including ex- 
Ministers and leaders of the Arab 
Socialist Union, will be tried in two 
groups. Only one of them, ex-Min- 
ister of War General Mohammed 
Fawzi, will be tried separately, by 
8 three-man court martial. : 

On hearing the statement of ‘the 
Prosecutor General, the Court yes- 
terday ordered a 40-minute adjourn- 
ment following which ἐμ bench 
announced the future sessions would 
be in secret. This was said to have 
been decided upon on the request 
of the Prosecutor General, Dr. 
Mustafa Abu Zeid, who explained 
that some of the defendants held 
“sensitive posts." Abu Zeid had ac- 
cused the defendants of conspiring 
to take over power apd spread cor- 
ruption in Egypt, and said that 
their victim would have been 
“Egypt tae hop2, Mgypt the future, 
Egypt the struggle and Egypt the 
victory, God willing.” 

He demanded the death sentence 
for former Vice-President Sabry, 
former Minister of Interior Sha'- 
arawi Goma’a, former Minister of 
State for Presidential Affairs Sami 
Sharaf; former Minister of Infor- 
mation Mohammed Fayek, former 
Chief of the. Intelligence, Ahmed 
Kamel; former Speaker of the Na- 
tional Assembly Lablb Shukelr, for- 
mer Seceretary General of the Arab 
Socialist Union Abdul-Mohsin Abu 
Nur; and former A.8.U, executives 
Dia e-Din Daoud and Farid Abdul- 
Karim. 

Life impriaonment was demanded 
for former Housing Minister Sa'ad 
Zayed, former Minister of Electric 
Power Hilmi es5-Said, and former 
Transport Minister All Zein el-Ab!- 
din Sueh. : 


Prior to the resumption of hear- 
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ings yesterday, the three-man tri- 
bunal rejected defence arguments 
that the court was unconstitutional. 
Lawyers for the defendants had 
challenged the legality of the court 
citing the late President Gamal Ab- 
dul. Nasser's Declaration of March 
30, 1968 which banned the estab- 
lishment of special} tribunals. 

In hig opening speech yesterday 
the Prosecutor General described the 
defendants’ involvement as a "plot 
against the state,” adding that no- 
body would have objected to them. 
had they come out in the open with 
thelr opinions. He charged that they 
went Ὁ ig support “in towns 
deep in the countryside with pro- 
mises or threats,” adding that “this 
js not ἃ mere difference of views.” 

Concentrating the criticism on Sab- 
ry. the Prosecotor General said: that 
the former Vice-President was irri- 
tated by President Sadat’s Middle 
East initiative of last February. add- 
ing that Sabry had criticized this 
move in αὶ vindictive manner. He 
said was the most dangerous 
of the defendants, noting that he 
had persuaded ox-Ministers and 
others of the accused to join him. 

‘fe said Sabry “belleves he is se- 
eond to none in intellectuality, and 
sought to seize power and dominate 
the mation.” 

The Prosecutor Generali played a 
tape which he said contained a con- 
versation between Sabry and ex- 


Minister of Interior Goma'a over 
their rejection of Sadat's move con- 
cerning the tripartite federation. He 
said the recording was one of 10 
tapes of conversations which will be 
brought as evidence against the de. 
fendants in the dock. 
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PRETORIA. —- The South African 
Government yesterday announced the 
lifting of its ban on the transfer 
of funds to Israel, imposed three 
months ago after Israel announced 
it wes contributing money to the 
Organization for African Unity. 

The donation had been seen here 
as aid for “liberation movements" 
hostile to South Africa, although 
Israeli leaders Gescribed it as a 
purely humanitarian gift made in 
Tesponse to an appeal from Secre- 
tary-General U Thant. 

Future transfers of funds to Is- 
rael will be subject to strict control, 
“to ensure that they will continue to 
be used only for the purposes en- 
visaged." Finance Minister Nicholas 
Diederichs said in a statement issued 
here. Mr. Diederichs said that since 
his government had now been in- 
formed that Israel had decided to 
switch the contribution to the High 
Commissioner's Education Fund for 
African Refugees, South Africa had 
μι μὴ ed to lift the transfer suspen- 
ston. 

INSTALMENTS TO RESUME 

The ban, imposed June 14, hit 
hardest at the transfer of the re- 
maining part of between 20m. and 
30m. rand (§28m. to$42m.), raised 
in South Africa for Israel after the 
Six Day War. The money was sent 
to Israel in instalments over a ten- 
year period under special govern- 
ment transfer arrangements,

The South African Government's 
decision to lift the ban was wel- 
comed in Jerusalem, where’it was 
attributed mainly to the efforts of 
Jewish community lzaders in South 
Africa itself. Routine contacts on 
prospects of the ban being rescin- 
ded had been maintained between 
Israel's chargé d'affaires, Michael 
Michael, and the South African Min- 
istries of Foreign Affairs and Fi- 
mance, especially since the an- 
nouncement of the switch in con- 
troversial contributions to the Af- 
rican education fund, but no appeals 
had gone ‘in this matter directly 
from the Government of Israel. 

The long delay In South Africa's 
reaching the decision was belleved 
to have been at least in part the 
result of extended official vacation, 
associated with the Government's 
annual summertime movement from 
English-speaking Cape Town to Af- 
rikaans-speaking Pretoria. 

The decision arnoounced by Fi- 
nance Minister Diederichs was 
viewed here as «msunting to ἃ 
complete .restorationu of the otutue 
quo with respect to the transfer of 
charitable funds to Israel. 


Customs workers 
stand by decision

Striking customs workers last 
night reaffirmed their decision to 
Stay off the job until they obtain 
a meeting with Finance Minister 
Pinhas Sapir. ; 
The chairman of the workers’ na- 
tional committee, Yitzhak Mann, 
told The Jerusalem Post shortly 
before midnight yekterday that the 
workers were holding fast by their de- 
mand, and would continue the walk- 
out which has paralysed customs 
coHections throughout the country 
since last Wednesday afternoon. 

Mr. Mann had just emerged from 


8 five-hour meeting ‘with Tat-Aluf j 


Rafael Vardi, the O/C Judea and 
Samaria, at which’ the workers re- 
jected an offer of pardon for 26 
customs workers on the Jordan 
River bridges. The workers said 
that they were still insisting that 
the sentences against the men, of 
14 to 21 days, be rescinded. The 
sentences, which were fixed by 8 
court martial on Friday, are due 
to go into effect today. 

Mr. Mann said that there was no 
need for pardon, since the men had 
committed no crime. He said that 
their action was merely a “passive 
identification” with their co-work- 
ers throughout the nation. 

The committee head-said that 
Jordan bridge customs officers were 
due to meet at 6.15 this morning, 
to decide whether they would re- 
turn to work.

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. is 
planning to play a “very active” 
role in a renewed effort to reach 
an interim Middle East settlement 
before the end of the year, Secre- 


tary of State William Rogers an- ἐ. & 


nounced on Friday. 

Mr. Rogers told a press conference 
that he did not regard the situation 
as deadlocked, and he had “no rea- 
son to be discouraged." Both Israel 
and Egypt head asked the U.S. to 
“continue efforts” to bring about an 
interim settlement, he said. 

“We find that in some respects 
there are parallel attitudes," Mr, 
Rogers said. 

The Secretary of State said’ that 
the U.S. ts “quite encouraged hy 
the fact that the cease-fire is still 
in effect." He said that the Janguage 
used by the parties "is still some- 
times a little strong. Ir is much 
better than it was a year ago.” In 
other words, πὲ said, “the rhetoric 
has improved." He added that the 
U.S. is in contact with both Israel 
and Egypt "on a fairly active basis." 

The main focus of these efforts 
wil! be New York, where Foreign 
Minister of the interested parties will 
be attending the 26th session of tne 
U.N, General Assembly In September 
and October. Mr. Rogers sald he 
would raise the interim settlement 
with Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko as part of a “very active 
programme of discussions between 
now and the first of the year.”

BOMBS ON EL AL 


Jerusalem Post Repyrter 

Two atlempis to smuggle cxpio- 
sives on board El A! planes “through 
the use of innocrnt pass¢ngers” 
were fojled during the past week, 
the security services announced last 
night through the Government Press 
Office, 

Neither of the attempts caused 
disruption of ΕἸ ΑἹ flights. 

El Al sources last night declined 
to add to the brief official state- 
ment announcing the aticempts, or 
to say where or when they oc- 
curred. 

However, it is believed the bids 
took place in European airports, 
with the explosives or explosive de- 
vicss Intended for Lydda-bound 
planes. 

According t2 some still-uncon- 
firmed reports, two young tourists, 
a Dutch girl and a Peruvian girl. 
were invalved in the sabotage at- 
tempts, although they themselves 
were innocent. The Dutch gir! is re- 
ported to have been asked by an Arab 
friend in a West European, capital 
to take a suitease along 1.9 Israel 
and to deliver it ta his tamily. 

The Peruvian girl is reported te 
have been involved in a similar, 
though separate, attempt. 

A report on Friday of a special 
police action at Lod airport Thurs- 
day night is understood to have 
been connected with these sabotage 
attempts, Lod airport police on 
Thursday manned the customs 
checks despite the strike of the 


customs officials and carried cut 
thorough luggage searches of incom- 
ing passengers. The report stressed 


that the police were net after 
smugglers, 
In the past week, El ΑἹ has 


intensified security precautions at 
all points on jts flight schedule. Not 
only hand luggage is now being 
checked, but al! passengers' δες 
gage. Passengers are being asked 
to declare on a special form that 
they have not accepted luggage not 
belonging to them, and that they 
are aware of the contents of their 
luggage. 

The stringent precautions were 
expected to cause some delays. But 
ἘΠ Al hoped that these “temporary 
measures” would meet with passen- 
gers’ understanding since they were 
Introduced for their security.

opening on September 23. This, they 
said, was designed te avoid conflict 
with Rosh Hashana, which falls on 
September 20, and to allow Mr. 
Ebaa time to consult with members 
of the Israel permanent mission to 
the U.N. The sources also confirmed 
that the Foreign Minister, as had 
been his practice, would use the oc- 
casion to confer with the Secretary 
of State, as well as with several 
other Foreign Ministers. They main- 
tained, however, that the exact date 
and the precise subjects of Mr. 
Eban's meeting with Mr. Rogers had 
pat yet been decided. 

‘"REGRETTABLE' STAND 

The feeling in political circles here, 
Mesowhile, was that Mr. Kogers’ 
characterization of Israel's position 
on a Suez arrangement as “not 
viable” was regrettable, unjustified, 
and somewhat mystifying. Presom- 
ably it meent that the Israeli ideas 
had not enough “life” in them to 
Move the negotiations with Egypt 
forward; but observers in the Capi- 
tal recalled the Secretary's own 
original welcome to those same 
proposals as “constructive.” 

Mr. Rogers' change of mind, ἃ 
Senior observer suggested, was it- 
self characteristic of the American 
tendency to view Egyptian positions 
as more or less given, and essentially 
immutable, and to insist that Israel’s 
policies should be modified to ac- 
commadate Egyptian susceptibilities. 
Flexibility is, therefore, expected 
by Washington mainly from Jeru- 
salem. 

MISUNDERSTANDING? 
‘Mr. Rogers' reply to ἃ ques- 
tlon derived from an agency story 
seemed to be based on a misunder- 
Standing of a report in The Post 
on Friday. The question implied that 
Israel had “threatened” to pul! back 
from any agreement it had made 
on Suez unijess it received more war- 
Planes from the U.S. Mr. Rogers de- 
nied that any such “communica- 
tion" had been received from Jeru- 
salem, adding that. in any case, it 
would be an "idle threat.” The Post, 
however, had merely reported that 
Washington had been put on notice 
that any attempt to use the Phan- 
tom aircratt as ἃ means of political 
pressure would only cause Jerusa- 
lem to narden its position on poli- 
tical issues, such as a Suez arrange- 
ment. 

Despite Mr. Rogers’ statement, 
the consensus here now is that pros- 
pects for an approval of Israei'’s re- 
quest have considerably brightened 
of late.

Seoul troops 
set to leave 
S. Vietnam 


SEOUL (Reuter). — South Korea 
is to begin pulling its troops home 
from Ssuth Vietnam by withdraw- 
ing about one-fifth of its 50,000- 
strong force there by next Feb- 
ruary, authoritative sources said.

“The Red Orchestra” was the name . 
the Germans gave to Russia's spy 
network in wartime Europe. The 
Orchestra’s “conductor” was a Jew, 
Leopold Trepper. Trepper has been 
poorly paid for his work: he spent 


had been discovered back in June 
of that year, and its coded mes- 
sages were monitored by the Ger- 
mans for six months without their 
being able to break them. 

Tn the period prior to its discovery,

demand shows, no doubt, the im- 
portance of the information being 
transmitted. The Orchestra's station 
in Berlin was having difficulties 
and information was passed by cou- 
rier to Belgium for transmission to 
Moscow. 


The Brussels station was seized 
during a transmission, and the ope-

was arrested. “Camille” was also a 
Palestinian Jew, who had fought in 
the International Brigade in Spain 
and later settled In Paris. Trepper 
had enlisted him there and dis- 
patched him to Belgium. Within a 
few days of his arrest and the 
seizure of the station almost all the 
members of the Belgian branch had 
been caught, with the exception of 
its chief, Gurevich. Trepper, was in 
Belgium at the time and escaped 
by miracle. His photograph, and 
that of Gurevich were found in a 
cache of forgery materials in the 
apartment which housed the trans- 
mitter. The Germans used them 
later to arrest the two. 
Secret transmissions 

At this stage, the communica- 
tions centre of the Orchestra trans- 
ferred to Paris. But the lesson of 
the Brussels seizure went unlearned. 
Trepper repeatedly warned Head- 
quarters not to work by the hard 
rule that the transmission of infor- 
mation takes precedence over the 
security of the agent He begged 
that they limit transmission time to 
half an hour, although even this was 
too long. The task of direction-find- 
ers — whereby the location of ra- 
dio stations is pinned down — is 
made easier the longer the trans- 
mitter stays on the air. 

In those days the rapid transmis- 
sion system was not yet in use. 
Under this system, the operator re- 
cords the coded message on a tape- 
recorder. He then broadcasts the 
tape at maximal speed. It is receiv- 
ed at the same speed, and then re- 
played at norma! speed. The broad- 
cast lasts no longer than 20 or 30 
seconds, giving the direction-find- 
ers little chance to zero in on the 
station. 

Trepper’s fears proved well-found- 
ed. In June 1942 the Paris traus- 
mitter was discovered. Its operator, 
a Jewish pediatriclan named Sokol, 
and his wife Myra, were arrested. 
‘Like their coHeagne Camille in Brus- 
sels, they died rather than reveal 
what they knew. 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Four- 
teen thousand U.S. railwaymen have 
won initial government approval of 
their claim that there is only one 
way to run a rallroad — run it 
yourself.

Although Trepper could avail him- 
self to a limited extent of the se- 
cret radio tramamitter operated by 
the Communist underground in 
France, he gave orders thet the 
Orchestra’s reserve transmitter in 
Brussels be brought into use im- 
mediately. And again — it was on 
the air for five hours 8 night by 
order of Headquarters. In a short time 
it was discovered and seized — on 
June 30, 1942. The operator ar- 
rested this time — a German Com- 
munist named Wenzel broke 
down under torlure, and agreed to 
collaborate with his captors. He 
carried on transmitting as if nothing 
had happened — but the information 
he transmitted was supplied by the 
Germans. 

The branch im Holland was dis- 
envered soon after, and its chief too 
agreed to collaborate with the Ger- 
mans. 

Meanwhile the Germans had auc- 
ceeded in breaking some of the 
coded messages which they had in- 
tercepted from the first transmitter 
in Brussels. One message dumb- 
founded them: it contaimed an or- 
der for the head of the Belgian 
branch to go to Berlin and contact 
three members of the German branch 
whose full addresses were given in 
the message. A surveillance and 
counter-intelligence operation 
which followed this discovery re- 
sulted in the arrest, at the begin- 
ning of September 1942, of 118 
members of the network in Ger- 
many. Two of them committed sul- 
cide in jail, 49 were executed, and 
the rest sentenced to long prison 
terms. 

Warnings ignored 

As we have seen, despite the 
arrests carried out in Belgium and 
Holland the Orchestra’s sections in 
these two countries were — so it 
seemed — still operational. Their 
central members collaborated with 
the Germans. When Trepper inform- 
ed Headquarters of the arrests in 
Belgium and Holland he was tokl 
that he must be mistaken and that 
the two stations were still trans- 
mitting vital information as before,

The most 
comprehensive book was produced 
by a Frenchman, Giles Perrauit, 
who had several conversations with - 
Trepper in Warsaw in October 
1965. 

Recently another Frenchman 
named Perrauit, film-producer Ro- 
land Perrault, arrived at the Polish 
capital to ask Trepper’s help in 
making a fim on the Orchestra. 


But the authorities confiscated 
Perrault’s films, and the French- 
man was 


‘Perhaps herein lies the key to 
the Polish refusal — very possibly 
under pressure from Moscow— 
to allow Trepper to leave for Israel: 
the fear lest it become known 
publicly just how great was the 
part played by a Jew in the war 
against the Nazis.

Trepper’s warnings that they were 
in German hands went unheeded.

ORDER ON HOTEL 


PRICES TO 


BE IS 


Jernsalem Post Economie Reperter 
THe Minister of Tourism is to 
publish shortly an order fix- 
ing the maximum prices of hotel 
services to tourists and Israelis. 
Under the order. hotels will have 
to receive Ministry i for 
special holiday rates for Israelis 
which they usually charge over the 
New Year, a spokesman said. 
The Hotels Association apparent- 
ly agreed to have prices of hotel 
rooms and services for Israelis fro- 
zen at the pre-devaluation rate 
because the aeasen is almost over 
for Israeli inland tourism. After the 
High Holidays there will be little 
Israeli tourism of any consequence 
before next spring and the Assocl- 
ation will have plenty of time to 
prove that their costs have risen 
in the intervening six months. 


Winter rate 


Under the Ministerial order the 
winter rate — November to Feb- 
Tuary — will be five per cent lower 
than those prevailing last winter, 
while the summer rates will re- 
main unchanged. This of course 
doesn't take into account the ἀ6- 
cision taken a few weeks ago to 
raise the service charge by five 
per cent from next March. 

An interesting sidelight to the 
decision to leave the dollar price of 
hotel rooms for tourists unchanged 
is that the five-star hotels have 
received ἃ 15 per cent increase in 
their income as a result, while all 
the lower grade hotels will get only 
about: five per cent moré _iicome, 

The direct result of the devalua- 
tton should have been that hotel 
prices for tourists would drop by 
20 per cent. However, rather than 
have this happen, the Treasury and 
the Tourism Ministry decided to 
seize the opportunity to set the 
price which would be in force till 
March 1973. The Treasury decided

National Insurance director 


raps Welfare Ministry

Dr. Israel Katz, Director-General 
of the National Insurance Institute, 
sharply attacked the Ministry of 
Welfare last night for suggesting 
it did not have the power to raise 
welfare allowances. 

Dr. Katz was referring to the de- 

Mand, unanimously voiced last week 
by the Israel Association of Social 
Workers, that all social payments 
should now be paid by the National 
Insurance Institute and not the Min- 
istry of Welfare. This proposal was 
severely criticlzed by Dr. Moshe 
Kurtz, Director-General of the Min- 
istry of Welfare. 
“I think Dr. Kurtz must have 
been misunderstood," Dr. Katz said, 
“since the Ministry of ‘Welfare's 
official. policy has always been to 
bring up the level of their allow- 
ances to that of National Tasurance 
payment 

Forty per cent of ‘all Israel's 
aged were formerly classified as 
welfare cases; now they receive a 
supplementary benefit from the Na- 
tional Insurance Institute, in addi- 
tion to a state pension ~ 

Dr. Katz, who is a former direc- 
tor of the Hebrew University's 
School of Social Work, said the 
frustration felt by social workers 
in Israel today was a result of 
their having to deal with admints- 
trative and clerical matters, such 
as welfare payments, rather than 
with social work itself. The situa- 
tion, Dr. Katz said, was ironic since 
Israel had four universities where 
hundreds of social workers are 


turned out every year, and profes- 
sional standards were high. 

However, since their time is 
wasted in clerical procedures they 
either eventually leave the field 
“and go back to the university or 
into something smart like psy- 
chiatry” and the profession becomes 
ἃ scapegoat for the Government’s 
fallure in social policy, Dr. Katz 
added.
